DETECTIVES BUSY 


An Important Excursion Into 


Vermont Friday Evening 


by Many Officers. 


WHAT WAS THEIR 
BUSINESS? 


Thought to be After a Man for the 


Murder of tha Man Whose Body 


Was Found in Bear Swamp. 


Arrested Men for Illegal 


Selling Instead. 


There was a big meeting of prominent 


officers in thia city Friday afternoon and 
there was no end of speculation as to their 
business. It looked to some as if the 
.Reed murder mystery was about to be 
solved. 


Deputy Sheriff Moloney's office was the 


meeting point of the sleuths and the 
guardians of the peace in high capacity 
Those in the assembly were High Sheriff 
Wilson of Bennington county, Vt, Sheriff 
Nash, Deputy Godfrey, State Attorney 
Bates 
and 
Judge 
Powers, all of 


Vermont. 
Besides 
these 
Deputy 


Moloney and 
Chief 
Kendall 
were 


active. 
In addition to chis influx of 


officers the city was honored by a visit 
from Detectives Hammond and Munyon. 
The last mentioned officers are still in the 
city. 
Detective Munyon was 
very 


prominent in the O'Neill oase at Shel_ 
burne Falls. 


The rumor on the street that gained 


most headway was that the case of the 
man found dead in the Bear 3wamp some 
time ago was about to be cleared up, and 
that a man was going to be arrested for 
murder in causing the death of the man 
whose body was found. The action of the 
Vermont and local officers gave color to 
this report, for they drove in the direc- 
tion of Vermont early Friday evening and 
the local officers did not return until 
about 2 o'clock this morning. 


All that Deputy Moloney would say to- 


day was that the officers arrested a man 
on the charge of illegal Belling and that 
the man is locked up somewhere in Ver- 
mont, the place he did not care to state. 
He gives tha name of the man as 
Alfred 
Rocullett and says that 
his 


home is near the Bear Swamp. 
The 


man 
was taken in change by the 


horde of officers and is being kept closely 
guarded. The wonder is that the highest 
officials of the state of Vermont were 
needed to arrest a man on the minor 
chaise of illegal selling. Something more 
is expected (rom the unusual excursion of 
the officers into the neighboring state. 


The business of Detectives Hammond

Bussie 
worked for the man who is under arrest 
on the charge of illegal selling. He and 
the man under arrest had some words 
over a small money matter and after- 
wards Russia was caught throwing the 
wood he was chopping; for Rocullet into 
the river. Rocullet says that he ordered 
the man to stop that business and that 
the man then disappeared. He farther

TO DOWN HANNA. 


Talk- of a Scheme That 


Won't Come to Pass- 


Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 6.—The contest 


for the control of the Ohio legislature is 
thought to be ended today. The officiaj 
counting in some counties will continue 
next week, but there has been such close 
watching that no material changes are 
expected. The indications are that the 
senate will stand 19 Democrats and 17 Re- 
publicans and the house 51 Democrats 
and 53 Republicans, with a majority of 
five Republicans on joint ballot. 


There may be several contested seats 


but these cannot be considered till the 
legislature meets the first Monday in Jan- 
uary next. 
Since it seems to bewltled 


that the Republicans have a sm ill ma- 
jority on joint ballot tbo rumors are ic- 
vived of a combine of certain Republican 
members with the Democratic members 
ibr the election of some one 
otbcr 


than Senator Hanna on the joint ballot. 


There has been some talk of combines 


but it is certain that the Republicans will 
hold a joint caucus for the nomination cf 
a candidate for senator and there seems to 
be no doubt that Senator Hanna will be 
the caucus nominee. 


It is thought that as the regular nomi- 


nee there will be no trouble about his 
election as none of the Republican mem- 
bers would refuse under the circum- 
stances either to enter the caucus or to 
support its nominee. 
There ate some 


Republicans who are not members of the 
legislature who <ire said to be working for 
an anti-Hanna combine, but none of the 
members ia known to favor such a move- 
ment. 
Will Be Tried in Virginia. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—The at- 


torney general has advised the secretary 
of the navy that he desires to have the 
mutinous crew of the American, schooner 
Oliver Pecker tried at Norfolk in the 
western district ot Virginia. It was at 
first thought that the case would be 
brought to trial at Boston, but the lang- 
uage of the statute is so direct and expli- 
cit that the question of jurisdiction un- 
doubtedly would be raised and probably 
with success if the crew were taken for 
trial to any point outside the Noriolk d'S- 
drict.
